ORIGIN OF DOLLAR 
IS EXPLAINED 


How the ordinary dollar, commonly 
accepted during the present age as 
the most acceptable form of currency 
originated, is clearly explained by Al. 
bert Ulmann of New York City in a 
letter to the New York Times. 

Mr. Ulmann points out thet there 
were dollars in existence in George 
Washington's time. They were gen- 
erally known as Spanish-milled dol- 
lars,” he adds. 

The remainder of Mr. Uimann's 
letter ig reprinted in full: 

During the fifteenth and sixteenth 
centuries there were many varieties 
of coins in circulation in Central Eu- 
rope, which was made up of a num- 
ber of small principalities whose 
princes among other prerogatives ex- 
ercised the rigut to coin money. Many 
of the coins were of dubious quality, 
but those of Joachimthal (literally 
the thal or valley of Joachim) in Bo- 
hemia achieved distinction because of 
their convenient size and fineness. 
And so, the Joachimthaler, as they 
were at first called ang eventually 
simply taaler became a standard for 
coins everywhere and are the ancest- 
ors of the Scandinavian “daler,” the 
“daalder” of the Low Countries, and 
the dollar of the United States.“

BRAIN TUMORS 
NOW LOCATED RY 
SENSE OF SMELL 


Physicians can now locate tumors 
of the brain quickly and easily by 
having a patient smell odors of cof- 
fee and lemons. 

This new vse of the sense of smell 
to locate growths which formerly 
have been difficult to find was re- 
ported on Monday to the annual 
meeting of the American College of 
Physicians by Dr. Charles A. Esberg 
of Columbia University, New York 
City. 

By carefully injecting these odors 
into the patient's nostrils while the 
breath is held, Dr. Elsberg declared 
it is possible to tell from the amount 
of air given, the length of time it 
takes for the patient to recognize 
the odor it carries, and the particular 
nostril into which it is injected just 
where the tumor is growing. 

Ordinarily, he explained, odors can- 
not be detected unless a person in- 
hales. However, it was found if a pat- 
ient holds ais breath and a stream of 


| odor-laden air is forced into one or 


both nostrils, a point is reached 

where the odor can be identified. That
